He 
only gets ten cents per ton ai^.d 
he can get rich at that. 

Now some of the legislators 
arc for taxing coal so that the 
state will get half as much as do 
all the owners of coal land, which 
ia under operation put together. 
Thia will curb this young prolita- 
ble and promising business of 
eastern Kentucky. It will retard 
the development of the i-reatest 
interest which we ha\e. .Many 
concerns whicii are no.v r min'n^'- 
on only a margin of proill will 
have to close down. ollur< v. ho 
are planning to begin o) e atiors 
will refuse to do so. The natural 
result of such a law will be to 
cut the wages of the men v. ho 
labor in the mines and al.^o in a 
measure raise the co.st 01 coal. 
With the w ay that the necessities 
of life are selling the coal miner 
should not have his wages reduc- 
ed, and with the way coal is sell- 
ing no one wants its price to go 
any higher. 

This lack of equalisation had 
its beginning when the Governor 
appointed men to invaatigate the 
tax problam without giving the 
vast eastern sectem of the state 
a representative on the commis- 
sion. No wonder with no voice 
to protest, that these men all 
from other paits of the state 
would seek toiirotect their pe;)ple 
and drop the burden on 1110 coal 
fields of the mountain .section. 
But by the divine wisduni of oar 
forefathers we have a stlieme of 
law making which will give the 
representatives of our section a 
hearing before this law is enacted
